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Gangs at TRHS ? 



Drugs. Shootings. Fights, 
theft, and violence. This past 
year, Roosevelt seemed to be 
floating amidst a controversial and 
dizzying mix of problems and inci- 
dents which were said to be gang-re- 
lated. Such occurrences led to an in- 
creased awareness of and, perhaps un- 
founded, fear of the now well-known 
Vice Lords, Crips, Bloods, and BGDs. 

On January 15th, The 
Roundup printed an article entitled 
"Of vice and men: Des Moines' ex- 
panding gang scene," written by senior 
Glenn Davis and junior Courtney 
Hagen, which detailed the beliefs of 
each of the four gangs, their colors, 
symbols, and included several state- 
ments made by RHS gang members. 
The article itself did not present any 
biases toward the gang situation, nor 
did it make any statements in general 
regarding specific gangs. However, 
the direct student quotes of one gang 
member were interpreted as being 
"derogatory" towards another gang. 

On January 18th, an unidenti- 
fied male who had driven into the 
parking lot approached a second car, 
stuck a shotgun through the open car 
window and fired, apparently trying to 
scare, not injure, the driver. The 
person in that car got out and went 
around to the trunk, yet when the 



gunman reloaded with a live round, 
the second man began to run, and 
then they both retreated to their cars 
and drove away. This shocking in- 
cident disrupted what would be de- 
scribed as a normally peaceful school 
setting and caused a great disturbance 
over the next few days. The Des 
Moines Register reported that the 
gunman had fired a blank near the 
side of the second man's head, but was 
unable to identify either person. 

It was widely believed that the 
two people involved, although not RHS 
students, were of rival gangs. 

Were RHS students significantly 
at risk? Did they live in fear of gang 
members who might pull shotguns out 
of their lockers and start firing away? 
Hagen believed the shooting was 
directly connected to the student 
quotes in her story, but the entire 
situation was blown out of proportion. 
"I think it was something that 
would've happened anyway; if he I the 
student I had said it and someone 
heard it," she said. "It's not the 
article's fault," she said, and believed 
it was necessary that the article be 
printed because "there is so much con- 
troversy and so much uncertainty 
about Is there a gang situation in Des 
Moines? " she said. "Our article 
showed that there is some action; 



there's graffiti, isolated incidents, bui 
we're no L.A. Roosevelt's gang prob- 
lem is not a problem ; maybe there's 
cause for some concern but that's 
been blown way out of proportion." 

TRHS principal Dr. Conley said 
"I think it's always true that schools 
reflect the greater society," thus if 
gangs are active in society, there is 
going to be an obvious development 
of activity in the school system. 
Aside from the shooting incident, he 
didn't see gang-related activities as 
happening in the schools and being 
disruptive. The problems arise when 
"gangs come together and begin to 
have conflicts in the schoolhouse," he 
said. 

According to Conley, the main 
motivation for joining a gang is the 
need for acceptance and inclusion to 
avoid feeling alienated. "It's an 
identity thing-people are looking for 
groups to identify with. It's done just 
as a matter of self-preservation," he 
said. According to a member of a 
gang of friends at RHS known as the 
YAK Brothers, people will get into a 
gang because they will have someone 
to back them up; it is seen as a "cool 
thing" to do. "One of the keys to 
reversing that is to make students 
feel more like a part of the school," 
said Conley. 
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So Roosevelt's hallways may 
have seen gang related activities this 
year. But for the most part, gang 
violence was kept to the houses and 
streets of those involved. Perhaps the 
fear of gangs was more imagined 
than real. Hagen said, People don't 
need to be afraid to go to school." 

In a related matter the Waterloo 
school board banned gang related 
colors and symbols from the school 
grounds. The Des Moines district did 
not seriously consider this action, 
considering it a violation of students' 
rights. ♦ - Lynn Ansher

BOYS NEXT 




On the evening of November third 
and fourth the Roosevelt Drama 
Club presented The Boys Next 
Door ,the 1989 fall play. A diverse 
writing that required the toning down of 
some strong language, it was a definite 
challenge to all involved in the cast and 
should be remembered as a play very 
different from most. The play is a story 
of a group apartment of retarded citi- 
zens under the care of the state. Each 
of the roommates is being main- 
streamed from an institutional life to a 
"normal" atmosphere. 

The story centers on Jack, the 
guardian of four mentally challenged 
men, who has recently gone through a 
series of personal traumas. Although he 
dearly loves the residents he supervises, 
he must learn to let them go or let them 
drive him insane. "...I can never decide 
if this is the happiest place I've ever 
been, or the saddest," explained Jack as 
the true state of his feelings. 

Jack monitors Arnold Wiggins 
who is marginally retarded, Lucien P. 
Smith and Norman Bulansky who are 
mentally deficient, and Barry Klemper 
who suffers from schizophrenia. 

To gain a better understanding 
of the mentally challenged, the actors 
visited the Association for Retarded Per- 
sons group homes. 

Jerry Wadden, Supervisor of 
Language Arts for the Des Moines 
School District, said, "This was one of 
the best plays, if not the best play, that I 
have seen in five years." The play, 
under the direction of Marilea David, 
TRHS drama coach, was taken to Cedar 
Rapids in a one act form for competition. 
Scholarships were won by senior Scott 
Saunders for Technical Theater and 
senior Scott Nath (second place) for 
Dramatic Theater. ♦

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Left: Hurricane Hugo slammed 
into Charleston, North Carolina, just 
before midnight on September 21, pack- 
ing 135-mph winds and pushing a 12-to- 
17 foot of water. It was the worst hurri- 
cane to hit the South Carolina coast in 
35 years, and Hugo left more than 200 
people dead. 

The outstanding property dam- 
age was estimated at over 753 million 
dollars. More than 400,000 people in 
the greater Charlotte-Gastonia area 
lacked power for days, some for more

Earthquake. The World Series 
quickly became the last thing on the 
nation's mind the day of October 17, 
1989. At 5:04 p.m. an earthquake hit 
San Francisco, California, with a 
magnitude of 6.9 on the Richter scale. 
Centered in the Santa Cruz area, 75 
miles south of San Francisco, the 
quake caused the evacuation of 62,000 
people from Candlestick Park, and 
postponed the third game of the World 
Series. 

The earthquake, the largest in 
the area since 1906, killed more than 
200 people, and injured at least 400. 
Police reports indicated that sky lights 
and plaster crashed down in City Hall, 
along with shards of glass. Fire was a 
big problem because of ruptured gas 
lines. 

San Francisco not only lost with 
the earthquake, but the Giants lost 
the World Series a week later 4 games 
to 0.

All in all, Hugo carved an awe- 
some arc of destruction in a 2,300-mile 
sweep from the Carribean island of 
Guadeloupe to the Carolinas. Every- 
thing in its path was destroyed.
